~ ne{day’s Courant of the Confpiracy in Naples in 
1jo1, (taken from an Abftract given in the laft 
Fournal des Scavans of a Hiftory of that Con/piracy 
newly printed at Paris,) is as follows. 

T H E Viceroy and the Council were deliberating 
* what Courfe to take to fruftraie the Confpiracy, 

when the Duke of Popoli came in. Our Hiftorian 


tells us, that that Nobleman has the Reputation of » 


great Senfe, folid Judgment, and long Experience 
in the Act of War. He obferv'd to the Council that 
the Hour the Confpirators had fet for executing their 
Plo: drawing near, they might be furpriz’d thould 
they defer to provide for their Defence, and prevent 
them : He prevail’d with the Viceroy to leave this to 
his Management ; and the firft thing he did Was to 
take neceffary Precautions for fecuring and deferid- 


~ ing the Citadel. 


The Confpirators fufpected by his changing the 
Guards, that their Plot wes difcover'd. Whereupon 
Saffignet edvis'd chem to thisk of faving themfelves 
by Flight; but Caraffa and Jofeph Capece encour- 
ag’d them to be refolute. Thole 2 Ringleaders go- 
ing out of Saffignet’s Houfe, invited the People to 
joyn with them; and the ocher Confpirators dif- 
perfing themfelves about the City, made Acclama- 
tions for the Emperor, and promis’d all Taxes and 
Imrofts fhouid be abolifh’d ; fome of them under 
Favour of the Night made Saffignet pafs for the Em- 
peror himfelf, others faid it was the Archduke ; and 
took Care to inform the People of the Names and 
Qualities of thofe that were in the Coaches. The 
Prince of Machia was with the foremoft on Horte- 
back, and gave out Orders very bufily. 

(That Prince, in the former War in Catalonia, 
had the Command of an Italian Regiment of Foot. 
Benavidez at that Time Viceroy of Naples, looking 
upon him as a turbulent Perfon, and as the Author 
of the Complaints and Murmurs of the People on 
all Occafions, was glad to be rid of him under the 
{pecious Pretext of giving him an honourable Com- 
mand. In the Courle of that War, the Prince of 
Machia became very intimate with the Prince of 
Heffe Darmftad Viceroy of Catalonia, and kept a 
Correfpondence with him after the Death of King 
Charles II.) 

To proceed in our Relatinn ; the Prince of Ma- 
chia, at the Head of the Rebels, caus'd the Prifons 
to be broke open, and encreas'd his Number of his 
Party with the Prifoners. By his Order the Con- 
fpirators burnt the Palace of the Vicariate, in which 
all the publick Regifters were confom’d: And the 
Duke of Telefe let his Men pillage the Houfe of 
Philip Vigna-Plsna Fifcal of the Vicariate. At the 
fame time Maliia and Tiberius Caraffa fiez’d the 


Tower of St. Clara ; and other Confpirators got 
into the Tower of St. Lawrence and there intrench’d 
themfelves. For all this, the greateft pact of the 
Rebels obferving that their Endeavours to excite 
the People to an Infurrection had no Succes, their 
Hearts began to fail them : But the Prince of Ma- 
chia animated them afrefh, by promifing ibem the 
Plunder of the Houfes of all the principal Perfons 
that fhould not declare for the Emperor. 

The Viceroy caus’d feveral Perfons that he had 


difcover'd were engag’d in the Confpisacy, to be 


fiez'd in their Houfes. He pofted before the Palace 
2 Troops of Horfe, and all the Spanith Soldiers 
drawn out of the Galleys of Sicily. And difpatch’d 
Don Jerom Aquaviva Duke of Atri, to Command 
in the two Provinces of Abruzzo bordering on the 
Ecclefiaftical State, to oppofe the Defigns which 
the Count of Lamberg and Cardinal Grimani, who 
were the Soul of the Confpiracy, might have upon 

Some Perfons even about the Viceroy exaggerated 
the Number and Strength of the Confpirators ; and 


told him “twas to be fear'd they would break into * 


the Palace. Ac that Inftant of Time it happen’d 
that a great Noife was heard ; and ’twas believ'’d 
the Confpirators were entring the Palace Gates. 
This fo alarm’d the Viceroy, that he and the Council 


retnov'’d into the Citadel : Bnt ’twas foon 


that this Noife was accidently occafion’d by a mad 
Bullock that ran up and down the Street of Toledo 
with Dogs and Rabble after him: | 

The Council being fat in the Citadel, refolv’d at 
the Inftance of the Duke of Popoli to order the 
Prince of Montefarchio, (a very popolar Man,) to 
vific the principal Streets of the City, and inform 
them what Pofture the Rebels were in, and how the 
People ftood affected. He took with him 2 Troops 
of Horfe; and was accompanied by feveral Officers, 
and by many of the chief Citizens and Gentlemen 
that had mounted on Horfeback, whofe Names our 
Hiftorian has thought fic to record: And at his Re- 
turn made a Report, that the Viceroy had nothing 
to fear from the Populace or from the better fort of 
Inhabitants ; that the Rebels were diminifh’'d toa 
few Perfons ; that they feem’d to think only of de- 
fending their Lives by the Favour of Intrencbments 
and Barricadoes that they had made; and that they 
would all have difpers'd themfelves before; bur for 
the Hopes they had of receiving Succours that 
Night. Before Day they were réinforc’d by 50 
Men arm’d. 

Inthe Morning 2 Rumour was fpread, that the 
Prince of Cazerte, the Marquis del Vafto, and the 
Prince of Riccia, were at Hand each with a {mall 
Body of Men. Bur neither of thofe Noblemen 
came to Naples, and the Prince of Riccia who was 
actually upon the Road, hearing the Confpiracy had 


mifcarried, thought beft to ftop half way; and 
wrote 
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wrote to the Prince of Montefoufco to offer bim the 
Men he bad drawn together. But this Proceeding 
of his was no Excufe for his Conduct, nor did it 
hinder his being fiez'd fome time after and taken 
ovr of a Church on the Frontiers of the Kingdom 

The 23d was {pent in Preparations for attacking 
the Rebels. The 24th at Day-break, the Viceroy 
conferr'd on the Duke of Popoli the abfolure Com- 
mand of the Troops, confiding in his Loyalty and 
Experience in milicary Affaus. The Viceroy was 
not deceiv’d in his Choice; before Night all the 
Places where the Rebe!s had fortified themfelves 
were forc'd : Among the Confpirators that were 
taken was Charles Sangro one of the chief of 
them: He was beheaded a few Day after ona 
Scaffold erected before the Citadel : Thedead Body 
of Jofeph Capece another of the Ringleaders was 
expos'd on the Wall of the Citadel.
